Forcing 
me, needlessly, to invoke the Freedom of Information Act is another. 

As a Blotter of faet, you assise© what you had to know waa laadsnuete, 

and ’’assume" is your owns word. The mast saouel comparison between your letters of 

the 10th and tad oa this point establish*® this. I did not ask ftor hat you "asauns* 

I asked for, as you well knew, but I caked fbr what I dll s ask for sad you understood 
me to be asking for. 

That the government, especially the Department of Justice® would do 
nau@tt but frustrate the clear intent of the law, if sat violate it, is always 
inappropriate, but whan it does so with matters involving the asc-asaln&tioa of a 
President end more, the government's investigation of that assassination, it is 
simply beyond belief, aapooiolly whan the spokesmen fbr that government sre 
today making the public statements so well reported, so eritieal of Somber s of 
tiie Congress and of tne press. 

If ay purpose were to asabasraa® the government, to cause s seeadal in 
tiia press-, or to here a record of official conduct that might be ..elpfal to ae 
in court, I would welcome such letters. But my purpose is precisely what I state, 
to have access to existing records that tha government is required to give as without 
delay, without trickery and deception, without playing cheap gsa®c<,
